Late from Canada.—We are indebted to a 
gentleman of this city, forthe loan ofthe Mon- 
treal Courant of the 15th inst. containing the fol- 
jowing statement of the late unfortunate aflair 


at St. Jofins :— 

“Tt is with great regret that we communicate 
gn unpleasant circumstance which occurred at 
$t. Johns on Saturday the 4th inst. 

« The officer commanding there withoat hav- 
ing previously discovered any symptoms of de- 
rangement, became perfectly insane, and being 
under the apprehension of being attacked, was 
induced to seize and confine in the Guard House 
many persons that arrived at St. Johns, among 
others a lieutenant of the 41st regiment, two 
Spanish gentlemen, who a few days before he 
bad by the orders of the governor general’ pas- 
ged into the Province, the collector at St. Johns 
and the surgeon at the post of Chambly, with 
many others, who were confined until the ser- 
geant of the 49th regiment being convinced of 
his unfortunate situation, seized him, and reliev- 
ed the prisoners.— We are sorry to add, that pre- 
vious to his being arrested, he had injured the 
Steam-Boat and some vessels that were at the 
port. He was immediately removed to his re- 
giment at ‘Three-Rivers, from whence we hear 
that there are but little hopes of returning rea- 
son, and that he is kept under a constanc guard 
ef two centinels in his room.” 

“ We learn from good authority, that the gov- 
ernor has ordered an estimate of the damage done 
the Steam-Boat and other vessels at St. Jolins to 
be made, and the amount paid to the sutferers.”

_The cargo of the schooner Morning Star, At- 
kins, confiscated and sold at Civita Vechia, bro’t 
$28000, and consisted of fish oniy.—The brig’ 
Perseverance, cargo of sugar, pepper and nan- 
kins, was sold for $118,000. 

The treatment of the Americans at Naples, 
Was of a nature to excite the indignation of every 
Man not lost to all sense of feeling fer his coun- 
trymen. Not content with taking vessels and 
cargoes, they were infamous enough to take 
Possession of the private adventures of masters, 
Mates, and even seamen. In_ many instances, 
the crews of vessels in the harbor were turned 
out, without the least notice being given them to 
’ shitt for themselves, and not the smallest allow- 
ance granted them to subsist upon. Others, «f- 
‘ter their cargoes were taken from them and 
confiscated, were called upon to pay the char- 
Res of landing the goods, as well as the quaran- 
tine charges; which, in several instances, a- 
Mounted to nearly $1000 each vessel. 

And to crown the whole, after repeated appli- 
cations from the American Consuls at Naples 
for liberty to purchase some of the vessels to 
Convey the unfortunate sufferers to their own 
country, they had the barbarity to refuse even 
Selling more than one vessel for that purpose, but 
cronded into one ship like so many convicts up- 
Wards of 200 masters, supercargocs, Mates and 
Seamen, who were hurried colt by the Consul as 
fon as possible, afraid they would retract even 
this fancied indulgence. As 2 proof of which, sev- 
etal of the masters icturned home by the Fran- 
Cis, heard the Consul sav, afier the ship was 
Mader sail from Naples, that the minister of 
Poreien Affairs, had advised him as a friend 
to hasien the departure of the ship as he 
could not answer even for an hour.
